FOR CANUCKS 


MORE VITAMIN C AND CALCIUM 
ADDED TO ARMY RATIONS 
—o——_— 


Ottawa— Members of the Canadian 
Army and the R. C. A. F. will cut 
down on bread, meat, and _ potatoes 
and stoke up on foods of higher vita- 
min content under an amended ration 
scale disclosed today by national de- 
fence headquarters. 

The new diet goes into effect June 
1. One of its chief features is an in- 
crease in the fresh milk ration. Grape- 


_ fruit juices and fresh oranges have 


been added to the old scale. 

“There are only a few changes in 
the old ration scale, providing more 
of some commodities and less of oth- 
ers, but it all adds up to more nutri- 
tion,” Lt.-Col. C. S. Jones of the sup- 
ply and transport branch said. 

“The increase in vitamin ‘C’ is the 
main thing,” added Col. Jones, who 
also is a member of the standing com- 
mittee on nutrition. “The daily intake 
of calcium for each man has been in- 
creased too.” 

Ham has been added as an exchange 
ration, or alternative, for beef, a stan- 
dard commodity. 

Where the present standard ration 
now calls for 14 ounces of beef, and 
the same quantity of bread and pota- 
toes daily per man, the new scale calls 
for only 12 ounces of each of these 
commodities.

The 1914-18 army scale of rations, 
compared with today’s scale and the 
amended scale effective next month, 
shows less wariety in the food, but 
larger allowances of meat, bread and 
potatoes than in either of the modern

to cackle and scratch in what is now 
the province of Ontario, has been un- 
earthed from the ruins of Fort Ste. 
Marie in the Georgian Bay district. 
The mission residence of the Jesuits is 
the fourth oldest place of habitation 
for the white man in Canada. When 
built in 1639, it was 700 miles inland 
from Quebec and a six weeks trip by 
canoe and portage. Now the conven- 
ient way to reach the site and _ the 
shrine is by Canadian National Rail- 
ways over a line from Toronto. The 
egg was found eight feet under- 
ground and well preserved but not 
recommended for the table. Archeol- 
ogists of the Royal Ontario Museum, 
who are excavating the old fort, state 
that the hen came up teh Champlain 
road from Quebec and was carried ov- 
er a dozen portages before being let 
loose in the old fort poultry run, in 
what was then Huronia. The old fort 
was destroyed in 1649 when the _ Iro- 
quois conquered the Huron Indians.

Southern Ireland, Neutral, Fears Invasion 


This is the 15th of a series of stories 
about a trip to London and_ return, 
taken by a group of Canadian news- 
Paper men at the invitation of the 
British Government. It is written by 
Hugh Templin, who represented the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers Assoc: 
lation. 


@ Every day of the six weeks or more 
spent away from home seemed to pro- 
wide something new and different, but 
nothing was quite so unexpected as a 
two day holiday in neutral Eire, or 
Southern Ireland. It was not by choice 
of mine. I would rather it had been 
Scotland, but this short, peaceful in- 
terlude in the only part of the Empire 
which stays neutral, was not only in- 
teresting, but I look back on it with 
pleasure. 

It was a Tuesday afternoon when I 
left London, along with seven other 
Canadian editors. Our hosts put us on 
the train and bade us good-bye, send- 
ing us away with more presents— 
this time envelopes with enlarged pic- 
tures of ourselves during our travels 
in England. 


That night was never to be forgot-

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ten. Two huge German land mines 
floated down out of the air and arriv- 
ed in Bournemouth at the same time 
as we did. That experience has been 
discussed more fully in another of 
these stories. 

I was up early the next morning, hav 
ing slept fairly well on a matress on 
the floor, in spite of the rasping sound 
of shovelling broken plate glass off 
the streets in the darkness. There 
was some difficulty about shaving in 
a bathroom full of broken glass and 
with only a dribble of cold, rusty wat- 
er from one tap, but the lady manag- 
er of the wrecked hotel had her staff 
well enough organized to give me the 
best breakfast I had while in Britain. 

The British Overseas Airways car 
picked me up at the hotel and drove 
through streets of stores without 
glass in the windows, and past Eng: 
lish cottages looking out on the Chan- 
nel, to Poole. 

The next morning, while undergo- 
ing one more lengthy customs exam- 
ination near the docks at Poole, the 
air raids sirens began to wail again. 
The natives looked on us with some 
suspicion. Air raids had been scarce 
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in those parts ,and this was the second 
in as many days. But I did not share 
their idea that these few Canadians 
were important enough for the Ger- 
mans to send over raiders just to get 
us. Still, it did add a bit of excitement 
to be going out in a trim motor boat, 
through the waters of Poole Harbor, 
dodging the seaplane traps and mine 
fields, to where the winged battleship 
of the air, the Short Sunderland flying 
boat, “Champion.” rode at anchor. 

In teh draw for seats, I landed in 
what was called the spar compart- 
ment of the ship. I was all alone ina 
fair-sized room, full of baggage and 
sacks of mail. The seat was comfort- 
able, and the steward came and ser- 
ved an excellent meal on light plastic 
dishes. But though we flew for two 
hours and a half over what is probab- 
ly some of the most interesting scen- 
ery, I sa wnothing at all; the two 
windows were painted over with 
thick black paint. 

I hadn’t realized on the trip from 
New York to Lisbon to England, how 
difficult it isto travel around war-time 
Europe. In a way that was little short 
of miraculous ,as I learned later, the 
British Council had waved aside the 
difficulties on that trip. 

The return voyage wasn’t quite so 
easy. As I sat alone in the spar com- 
partment of the huge “Champion,” I 
read a little booklet issued to war- 
time travellers by the British Over- 
seas Airways, and marvelled that 1 
had got out of England at all. Our 
good ship would refuel in Ireland and 
take off for Portugal, The next morn 
ing, I would be in Lisbon and _ by 
Sunday I would be home in Canada 
or so I thought. 

Truly the Emerald Isle.— 

It was early afternoon when the 
great ship glided down to the water so 
carefully that there wasn’t even a 
noise in the ears. I stepped out into 
the daylight again, 

We were in the estuary of the 
Shannon river at Foynes, Ireland. On 
the river bank( two hundred yards 
away, was a big concrete and timber 


| pier, with a neat little customs house 


at the lana end. Behind that were two 
or three buildings where a couple of 
| railway cars were being loaded with 
peat. On both sides of the river were 
hills, just as green as ever they had 
been described. So this was Ireland! 

I never ceased to admire the fast 
launches of the British Owerseas Air- 
ways. It took only a few minutes to 
reach land. The wait in the customs 
house seemed unnecessary, but when 
the examination took place, it 
brief and informal. Men in green put

@ Teacher Shortage— 

Designed to relieve the present and 
potential teacher shortage in Alberta 
and keep all school classrooms open, 
a war emergency teacher-training pro- 
gramme has been organized by the 
Depariment of Education. Details of 
the new program are incorporated in 
a booklet which is being sent out to 
all principals, trustees, superintend- 
ents, inspectors. It may be obtained 
free by any interested person by ap- 
plying to the Department of Educa- 
tion, Edmonton. 


@New Rules Re Teachers Certificates— 

A summary of the war emergency 
teacher training programme shows 
that normal schools wi'l open earlier, 
lapsed certificates may be 
ed by the owner’s attendance at sui- 
mer school, University graduates may 
be certificated as high school teachers 
and that four groups of normal stud- 
ents will be sent out to rural schools 
from the opening day forward. 

High School students who plan to 
enter Normal are urged to apply im- 
mediately for admission, and to write 
the General, English Language, Math- 
ematics and Science Survey Tests at 
any examination centre on June 1. 
From the successful candidates 135 
will be selected for immediate train- 
in gat a special summer session at 
Garneau school, Edmonton. On Aug- 
ust 31 this special group will go out to 
rural schools to teaching duties. Re- 
gular Normal sessions will commence 
August 10th, instead of September. 
From students attending the regular 
sessions a second group will go _ to 
rural schools in October. This and the 
in 
group 
will go out, and a fourth will leave 
Normal in March for teaching duties. 


@Grow Flax— It is a Patriotic Task— 
It is stressed that no needy student 
having the proper qualifications 
should put off applying for normal 
training, The Department is seeking to 
obtain certain assistance for such 
students under the Dominion-Provin- 
cial Youth Training plan. Former 
teachers who may wish to take up 
teaching as a war emergency job may 
have their certificates renewed after 
attendance at summer school and the 
attainment of necessary credits. 

A special plea is made to women 
who hold University degrees in Arts, 
Household Economics and Commerce 
to take up’ teaching work in High 
Schools.

The Alberta Highway Board has 
banned the issue olf jicenses for 
trucks operating for hire, a id none 


will be issued except in exceptional 
| circumstances. The order does not af- 
‘fect those who already are’ in the 
‘trucking business. They may still ap- 
ply for renewal of licenses. But it 

prevents newcomers from entering the 
trucking business. Some time ago the 
| Alberta Motor Transport Association 
|} asked for such a ruling, arguing that 
those now in business were not opera- 
' ting at capacity. A otal of 21,000 truck 
licenses have been sold to date. 
@Don’t Feed The Moths— 

Since moths are attracted to soiled 
spots, even if the soil is on a non-an- 
inal fabric like cotton and rayon, the 
first step before storing away is to 
wash the article or send the garment 
| to the dry cleaners. Place in boxes or 
trunks made as moth tight and_ gas- 
tight as possible by sealing any cracks 
with tape. Wrapping in newspaper 
helps too. Scatter about 1. 1b. fresh 
naphthalene flakes or paradichloro- 
benzent crystals in each large trunk 
full of clothes and close the lid tight- 
ly. If using garment bags or moth bags 
suspend a few ounces in cheesecloth 
in the upper part of th bag, as 
gas formed is heavier than air and 
falls. (Same for piano felting). The 
larvae of clothes moths and _ carpet 
beetles may develop in out of way 
places where lint and dust collect, 
e.g. in furnace air shafts, floor cracks, 
behind sideboards, in mending baskets 
uisearded clothes and upholstered 
furniture. Periodic house cleaning, 
airing in the sun or freezing in winter 
will prevent much damage.

RED CROSS NOTES 


Starting May llth, the Canadian 
Red Cross Society will ask the  peo- 
ple of the Dominion to _ subscribe 
$9,000,000 to finance the work of the 
Society. 

The money will be used for food 
parcels for Canadian and British pri- 
soners of war in Germany and Italy; 
comforts for the armed forces, Navy, 
Merchant Marine, air raid sufferers, 
and hospital and medical supplies; 
disaster and emergency, including as- 
sistance to Allied Red Cross Societ- 
ies, and Blood Donor Service. All are 
vital functions of the Canadian Red 
Cross — each in itself plays an im- 
portant part in the structure of this 
great service for suffering humanity. 

As the war spreads throughout the 
world the tasks of relief assigned to 
the Society increase until today 
there is no sphere of war activity 
that is not benefiting from the good 
works of this great organization. 

Not only are Canadians and _ Bri- 
tons receiving the help of the Canad- 
ian people through the Red Cross, but 
supplies and comforts are always be- 
ing sent to the armed forces and peo- 
ples of the United Nations. For ex: 
ymple, the Society recently raised 
$750,000 to send medical and _ relief 
supplies to Russia, 

The financial needs of the St. John 
Ambulance are also included in the 
budget of the Red Cross. 

Shortly canvassers wil call on the 
people of Canada to provide the $9,- 
000,000 so urgently required to carry 
on the work of the Red Cross and 
when they call householders and wor- 
kers are asked to give generously.
